Aid Sent to Boat Aground. 

Aig wae sent from New York to 
night to the steamer Turrialba as it lay hard 
and fast aground on the Jersey sands south 
of Barnegat, pounded by a sea still heavy, 
though falling, and with more than sixty pas- 
eengers on board anxiously awaiting rescue. 

Summoned to their aid by wireless, the 
revenue cutter Seneca, after a run under

As the Turrialba, though beginning to list 
badly, was not making water, and the falling 
sea and wind combined to mitigate the dan- 
gers of ite position, it was decided not to 
make any attempt to remove the passengers 
before morning. 


Wireless Message Tells Safety. 

Direct news from the steamer by wireless 
via Cape May came shortly before 10 o clock 
tonight in a message timed at 8:45 o'clock, 
to the office of the line. It read: 

Seneca arrived. We have decided to 
held passengers ul daylight, owing to 
heavy swell. Seneca and life savers’ 
boat standing by. Ship dry.

Snow Storm Foils Life Savers. 

For many hours after the steamer grounded 
the Mfe savers were unable to get to it, be- 
cause of the difficulty in locating its position, 
three miles off shore, in the blinding snow 
storm which was raging. 

Advices at a late hour showed it had 
worked four miles from Little Beach and was 
then in shallow water off South Brigantine. 
It was broadside-on, at an angle of about 16 
degrees. The crew, exhausted by hard work 
throughout the day, was relieved tonight by 
life savers from the nearby stations. 

The crew of the three master schooner 
John H. May, ashore off Sandy Hook 
during the blizzard this morning and 
grounded in a dangerous position, was 
landed safely about 11 o'clock tonight. 
They left their vessel high on the beach. 
The boat was bound from Charleston to New 
York and carried a crew of six men. It is 
commanded by Capt. Stille. The schooner's 
home port is Philadelphia...

Todd is a negro. He had been employed by 
the association as a special investigator. 
His motives in falsely accusing Mr. Campbell 
are sald to have been mercenary. 


What Reform Association Charged. 

The original charge of the reform associa- 
tion: 

„ That on the night of Tuesday, Oct. 15, 
1912, registration day, D. A. Campbell, being 
postmaster of Chicago, gave or handed over 
through an agent acting in his presence, to 
J. H. McDermon. William B Roberts, and 
Frank Stewart, being then and there per- 
sons in the service of the United States, 
money to be applied to the expenses of the 
Fourteenth Ward Colored Republican club, 

„ The above money was paid at 2105 West 
Lake street, the headquarters of the Four- 
teenth Ward Republican club, also head- 
quarters of the Fourteenth Ward Colored 
Republican club.“ 

The penalty for conviction on such an of. 
fense may be three years’ imprisonment and 
a fine of $5,000. 

The investigator at first testified the money 
had been handed over tn his presence. Under 
ross examination by Posteffice Inspector 
F. E. Fraser, who proved no meeting bad 
taken place at the club headquarters on the 
night specified, he shifted his dates and then, 
finding this would not do, finally admitted he 
had lied.

THREE FROM FIRE 


Mrs. Alice Walters of Austin 
Rushes Into Blazing Build- 
ing to Save Children. 


MAN REFUSED TO 60. 


Mrs. Alice Walters, who lives at 114 North 
Waller avenue, Austin, last night rescued 
three children from death in a fire after a 
man had refused to enter the burning bulid- 
ing. She does not think she did anything 
out of the ordinary. Here is her story: 

“TI can’t see how the newspaper learned 
my name. I did nothing more than any one 
else would have done under the circum- 
stancea. and I tried not to let any one learn 
about it. I was returning home te this 
afternoon from my final Christmas shop- 
ping. I was carrying an armioad of bundles 
and had my 5 year old son, Billy, with me. 

When I turned the corner of Pine street 
and Washington boulevard a4 woman in an 
electric coupé motioned frantically at me 
or to a man who was walking in front of me. 
and then to a burning residence near by. 
Almost as soon as I saw the flames I heard 
the cries of children. My arms were full of 
bundies and I had Billy with me, so I cried 
to the man, telling him there were children in 
that bullding. 


Man Refuses to Act. 

„He stared at me and said: Well, I can't 
do anything,’ and walked on. Flames and 
smoke came from the windows of the house. 
I dropped my bundles in a heap and told 
Billy to mind them. When I reached the 
door of the house I found it locked. I threw 
my weight against it twice and it gave way. 
In the room dangerously near the flames 
and waving playfully at them there was a 
2% year old child. I took the child up in my 
arms and carried ft outside. 

“Then I heard cries again. The smoke 
was coming out of the house in volumes, I 
ran back in and called upstairs. Two chil-

The Christmas eve lights of limousines and 
taxicabs brightened streets which had seen 
few automobiles since the day before oT 
mas 4 year ago, 

The response of the Good Fellows was 
great that a Christmas was assured ev 
chilé whose name had come to the Fel+ 
low. bureau, Nearly 15,000 chil n were 
taken care of by the Good Fellows. The 
number is not quite so large as last year, 
This is thought due to the mild weather, 
coupled with the fact that the inspiration 
of the Good Fellow movement impelled 4 
large number ot churches to secure name 
from charities direct, merely notifying ch.

Trolley Service Is Crippled. 

Trolley service throughout Queens was 
badly crippled during the early part of the 
day, and funerals from Manhattan and 
Brooklyn that daily visit the many ceme- 
teries in Queens did not try to get through 
the unbroken roads, but watied until late in 
the afternoon before starting. 

The Pennsylvania suffered delays of about 
one and a half hours on some of its western 
trains, and two hours on trains from the 
south on the Atlantic Coast Line and South- 
ern railway. Its service between Philadel- 
phia and New York was scarcely interfered 
with at all, delays there being seldom more 
than fifteen minutes, when the storm was at 
its worst. The New York Central reported 
practically no delays on Its lines, explaining 
that the snowstorms had been late and light 
upstate, 


Telephone Calls Set Record, 

The hampering of traffic in and about the 
city led thousands to employ the telephone 
instead of trains or cars. R. 8. Scarburgh 
of the New York Telephone company de- 
clared that the record for a single day in 
the history of the company had been 
achieved today, the calls jumping from 
2,000,000 a day to 3,000,000, with an increase 
of from 10 to 147 per cent in various parts 
of the city, or 50 per cent for the whole city. 

The increase was especially heavy in parts 
of the city distant from its center, as in the 
Brooklyn and Audubon exchanges. The soft 
snow and the absence of violent winds kept 
the wires of the company from suffering any 
damage, and despite the heavy traffic over 
them no delays were experienced. 

Telegraph companies were not hampered 
much by the storm. 


STEAMER MERION IN COLLISION. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 24.—The steamship 
Merion, which sailed today from Philadel- 
phia for Liverpool, and the British steamer 
Oceano, bound for this city from Narvik 
with a cargo of iron, collided tonight in the 
lower Delaware bay, seventy-five miles 
below Philadelphia. Fearing his vessel was 
badly damaged, Capt. Hill of the Merion ran 
ashore in the sand of a narrow shoal, but 
later started back to Philadelphia under the 
steamers own power. 


Aboard the Merion are twenty-two first 


and 133 second cabin passengers. 

The Oceano, whose bow was stove in end 
is leaking badly, also proceeded upstream and 
passed Reedy island shortly before midnight. 
night. 


Steamer Nine Hours Ashore. 

The Merion stuck on Cross Ledge shoals 
for nine hours, until she was pulled off with 
the high tide. 

The Delaware bay is twenty-five miles wide 
at this point and after the collision calls 
were immediately sent by wireless for assist- 
ance. These were answered from Cape Men- 
lopen and a revenue cutter was sent out to 
aid the Merion. The life saving crew at 
Cape May had gone up the coast to assis 
in the rescue of thé Turrialba at Brigantine 
and the Cape Menlopen station was the 
next place from which aid could come. 

The Merion cleared here late last night, 
but held up in the bay because of the storm 
and did not proceed until after the storm 
abated, shortly before noon. 

How the collision occurred it has not been 
able ‘to ascertain, because the officials of the 
company will make no statement as yet. 


Barge Founders Off Norfolk. 

Norfolk, Va., Dec. 24.—High seas resulted 
in the breaking up today of the coasting 
barge Charmer, which foundered recently off 
the capes of the Chesapeake. Although the 
wind: reached a maximum velocity of forty- 
eight miles an hour at the cape, no damage 
to shipping has been reported.

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INCREASE INC N STEEL WAGES 


Gary Announces Higher Scale 


Soon Will Go Into Effect. 


GOOD NEWS 10 30, 000. 


Common Labor Will Be First to Re- 
ceive Benefit of Raise. 


New York, Dec. 24.—Elbert H. Gary, chair- 
man of the board of directors of the United 
States Steel corporation, announced this 
afternoon that the corporation was planning 
the adjustment of wage scales soon, which 
would result in material increases, particu- 
lar with respect to the wages paid unskilled 
laborers. 

Within a few days, he said, the amount of 
the increases and the day upon which they 
will be effective would be determined. 


Statement Made by Gary. 

At the meeting of presidents of subsidiary 
companies of the United States Steel cor- 
poration, held last Thursday,“ he said, it 
was unanimously voted that there should 
be made adjustments of the wage scales 
which will result in materia) increases, par- 
ticularly with respect to common labor; and 
at the meeting of the finance committee, 
beld today, it was decided to recommend to 
the presidents that they make the adjust- 
ments proposed at such times and in such 
amounts ag may de determined. 

The exact amount of increases and the 
date at which they will go into effect are 
teing considered and will be determined 
within a few days.” 


Benefit to 30,000 Workers. 

Just whet the readjustment implies in 
greater wage disbursements is 4 matter of 
conjecture. It is understood that not less 
than 30,000 laborers will be benifited, and it 
is considered not improbable that many 
other employés in various minor capacities 
wil also share in the new scales. 

The United States Steel corporation had 
196,888 employés on its rolle in 1911, with 
total annual salaries and wages of $161,- 
419,000.

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THE PATHETIC PARADOX. 
As the mercury contracts the heart ex- 


, pands. As the mercury expands the heart 


contracts. 

This latter seems to be the paradox that 
is troubling the United Charities just now. 
Here is the situation as described by the su- 
perintendent: a! 

Snow and extreme weather have . 
psychological effect upon the public, 
and as a rule at this time contributions 
have been generous, while this year 
there is a distinct falling off. It is true 
that there bas been little suffering from 
the cold, but the poor are being taxed 
severely by illness and disease engen- 
dered, indeed, by the open weather. Ap- 
plications for aid have Seam ad 
10 to 50 per cent in different districts 
over the previous year. We are aiming 
to do more intensive work of the kind 
that puts people on their feet again. 
Probably owing to the mild weather 
conditions, of our largest contrib- 
utors have reased the amount of 
their subscriptions this year, making 
the situation very difficult for us. 

In other words, it has not been cold for 
winter, but it has been cold enough for suf- 
fering and for the engendering of illness. 
Recall the grim old saw, A green Christ- 
mas makes a fat graveyard.” 

Don’t let the open winter close your purse. 


A BAD SYSTEM ILLUSTRATED. 

An able and. upright man who has sat on 
the bench in Cook county for seven years is 
about to return to private practice. He re- 
signs his coveted judicial place not because 
bis work has been unsatisfactory either to 
himself or to the public but because he does 
not care to remain in a position subject to 
the hazards of political fortune. 

His decision, he says, is founded on the 
fact that sooner or later the judge under our 
present system of politics must fall because 
of politics,” and he adds: “I have been 
assured I could be reslected. I am 49 years 
old, however, and if 1 am to reénter the prac- 
tice of law, I think I should start now.” 

Judge Smith's action cannot be criticised 
with ee ae hat is its result? me 

has proved his worth and acquired 
experience necessary to dispatch busi- 
ness withefficiency. . 

We cannot blame Judge Smith for refus- 
ing to remove himself from the practice at 
the bar until, perhaps after years of service 
on the bench, he is dropped through some 
turn of partisan or factional politics and is 
compelled to begin to build up a clientele 
when he should be enjoying the advantages 
of a solid business built up as it can be only 
by years of practice. 

We cannot blame Judge Smith. But we 
ought to blame ourselves for the crude and 
wasteful system he does not propose to 
gamble with. This system is supposed to be 
elective. In fact, it is appointive in most 
cases. The bosses have selected our judges 
and the people have chosen among the selec- 
tiens usually on perfectly irrelevant grounds 
of party. That this system has given us as 
high an average of judicial character as it 
has is astonishing, but this does not justify 
its toleration. Furthermore, it is not work- 
ing as well as it has in the past. 

The movement for the nonpartisan judi- 
cial election should be stimulated by Judge 
Smith's action. 


AN INDICTMENT AND ITS 
BACKGROUND. 

The indictment of the head of the great 
system of railroads which covers New Eng- 
land is a step in the most conspicyous prose- 
cution undertaken by Mr. Taft's administra- 
tien.

We go through life making use of but 
a small part of our capacities, holding more 
than half our energies in reserve. Our boil- 
er rating is much in excess of the daily 
pressure. Like a Corliss engine, we run 
well below the limit of possible speed. The 
piston strokes are long, and slow, and pow- 
erful. Our metal strains and jars are so 
slight as compared with the allowed stress 
that there is but little danger of crystalliza- 
tion and fracture. | 

— : 

Each day's work wears some. Bach 
night’s sleep repairs nearly all the wear. 
One day in seven brings a long rest, and 
Monday morning finds the machine almost, 
though not quite, as good as the week be- 
fore. The week’s deficiency, multiplied by 
fifty-two for the year and then by seventy, 
equals the reserve savings acount with 
which nature started us out. That’s the 
normal way. 

When periods of prolonged and violent 
strain are encountered the drain is out of 
all proportion to that outlined above. When 
the sleep of the night cannot approximately 
repair the wear of the day the coefficient 
of loss rapidly rises. If it is the telegra- 
pher’s hand the result is palsy. If it is 
a clerk the result is feet that ache through 
the night and start the day in pain. If itis 
the boilermaker’s arm the result is atrophy 
of the biceps. If it is an overtired brain 
the result is insomnia and eventual nervous 
breakdown, F

One of the divisions of health conserva- 
tion is the prolongation of life through 
easing the day’s terfsion and promoting re- 
cuperation. It has been found that an eight 
hour day produces more product than one of 
twelve hours. Eight hours for recreation 
and eight for sleep increase the twenty- 
four hour output of work. 

One day’s rest in seven is good physiol- 
ogy. After the strain of the week before 
Christmas two days’ rest in seven is little 
enough. At best this twenty-four hours of 
rest will be short enough. Rest. Rest all 
over. Do not spoil your rest by “rorging 
food, for if you gorge your stomach must 
overwork, and then you must exercise in 
the open air to burn up the excess food. 
Don’t spoil your rest.

order to stop further judicial proceedings, 
or whether she will return to England and 
go into court for the sake of clearing her 
fair name of the serious imputations that

The trouble has arisen in connection with 
the suit brought by a money lender against 
herself and a lady of the name of Miss 
Frances Dobbs for dishonored notes drawn 
by Lady Ida and indorsed by Miss Dobbs. 

As Miss Dobbs has some tangible property 
and Lady Ida has none left, the plaintiff has 
been endeavoring to secure judgment against 
Miss Dobbs and the seizure of her property. 

During the course of the trial it was de- 
clared in court that Miss Dobbs had received 
no value whatever, the money going to 
Lady Ida, and also that her indorsement had 
been obtained from her by fraud. 

It was on the ground of fraud that she 
resisted payment of the notes, while admit- 
ting that the plaintiff was not a party there- 
to, indicating Lady Ida was at fault. 

Miss Dobbs made the extraordinary ad- 
mission that she had never met Lady Ida 
in her life, and it was intimated that, if she 
indorsed Lady Ida’s notes, it was because 
she was assured that they would be taken 
up by Lady Ida herself as soon as she had 
realized on certain property, and also that 
Lady Ida would recogninze the obligation 
in a social way.

Lady Ida is a clever and brilliant woman, 
who, like so many other of her sex and caste, 
has no idea of the value of money or any no- 
tion of financial obligations, and in this 
sense it is no exaggeration to describe her 
as utterly irresponsible, since she never 
seems to realize the consequences of her 
acts. 

With all that, she is an able writer, an 
adept in the art of the turning of ivory and 
wood, and her collection of birds’ eggs is one 
of the most celebrated in England. 

She is renowned all along the Yorkshire 
coast as a cliff climber of extraordinary 
Skill and courage, an art acquired in the 
search for the eggs of sea birds that nest 
along the face of the dizzy cliffs of the 
northeastern coast of England. 

Lady Ida seems to enjoy the danger of 
swinging on the face of a cliff at the end 
of a 200 foot length of rope, with perhaps 
another 300 or 400 feet of space between her 
and the storm beaten rocks below.

owner of the Scarborough Post, one of the

Renishaw, which is Sir George's ancestral 
home in Derbyshire, has been in the posses- 
sion of his family for close upon six cen- 
turies.

THE SPIRIT OF CHRISTMAS. 

Chicago, Dec. 24.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—~Throughout all time the discrepancy de- 
tween the preaching and the practice of a 
doctrine or a theory has been the cause of a 
natpral abhorrence on the part of nearly 
everything that wears shoes toward moraliz- 
ing sermons or sermonettes. 

This age needs love more than logic, doing 
more than dallying, performance more than 
promise, not alone in religious matters but 
in political and social, as well. Therefore, let 
this be just a plain talk to plain people. 

“J just love the spirit of Christmas, is 


reiterated on every hand to the extent of 


banal commonality. 

Few .who give voice to this expression 
stop to realize that the spirit of Christmas 
is the spirit of Christ, and that the spirit 
of Christ is the spirit of compassion, the 
spirit of peace, the spirit of joy, the spirit of 
harmony, the spirit of life, the spirit of love, 
the spirit of truth, the spirit of health, the 
spirit of holiness, the spirit of power (demon- 
strative power), the spirit of dominion (con- 
trolling power). 

Few stop to realize that the Master never 
gave material gifts; he gave life instead of 
death, lové instead of hate, truth (true 
thoughts), instead of error (false thoughis); 
health instead of disease, harmony instead 
of discord, strength instead of weakness, joy 
instead of ‘sorrow, peace instead of strife, 
perfection instead of imperfection, spiritual 
light instead of mental darkness. Then why 
not emulate the Great Exemplar and try to 
carry the Christmas spirit, the Christ spirit, 
through the entire year instead of manifest- 
ing it through a brief holiday season? 

Why not let our “hearts’ delight" be our 
‘hearts’ desire,“ and why not let our hearts’ 
desire express itself in this way:

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French Battle Painter Victim of 
Heart Affection. 


FAMED EARLY IN LIFE. 


Friendship of King Edward Made Him 
Enjoy Depicting English. 


PARIS, Dec. 24.—The battle painter, Jean 
Baptiste Edouard Detaille, better known as 
Edouard Detaille, died here today at the 
age of 64. 

Detaille was the best known of modern 
French artists. He had suffered for a long 
time from an effection of the heart. 

A doctor was called and administered 
stimulants without effect and the painter 
shortly after passed away. 

His aged parents, both of whom were 


living with. him, were at his n when he 
died. 


Made Way to Fame Early. 

Detaille was born m Paris. He went from 
the Paris schools to the studio of Meissonier 
and at once began to develop his penchant 
for military studies. At the Salon of 1868 
he exhibited the Malt of Infantry which was 
widely commended. He increased his fame 
the next year with the Repose During the 
Drill, Camp St. Maur. From that time, De- 
tallle's work was sought for and commanded 
excellent prices. 

Some of the best known examples of his 
art are The Retreat,“ The Passing Regi- 
ment,” now in the Corcoran galleries in 
Washington; A Reconnoiter, Salute to 
the Wounded,” Bonaparte in Egypt.“ 
2 French ‘Cavalryman,”’ and The Conquer- 
ors.”” The Retreat secured for him in 
1878 the decoration of the Legion of Honor. 


Notable Service in War. 
In the Franco-Prussian war he was secre. 
tary to Gen. Appert and he performed no- 
table service in topographical plans. 

Detaille enjoyed the friendship of King 
Edward VIL, who visited him often in Paris. 
In 1909, for a week, he was a guest of King 
Edward at Windsor castle. He painted a 
picture whicy is numbered among his most 
famous Wegs of King Edward and the Duke 
of Connaught reviewing the troops at Alder- 
shot.

Mrs. Addison W. Moore Tells 
Vital Importance of Voca- 
tional Education. 


MEANS MUCH TO STATE. 


Points Out Where Change in Law 
Would Work to Benefit 
of Children. 


' {Mrs Addison W. Mooroe, chairman of 
the important joint committee on voca- 
tional training of girls formed by and 
representing more than twenty of the 
women's clubs and associations in Chi- 
cago, discurses the need of vocational 
education in the following interesting 
and practical article.

A few weeks ago a little boy fourteen and 
n half years old, who had been at work for 
six months, was given a form to fill out by 
the Juvenile Employment agency, to which 
he applied for 4 new job. This form con- 
tained among others the following question: 
“What stucies, which you had in school. 
have helped you in your work and why?“ 
The little fellow replied, “They dint help 
me anythink. They thought me only to 
read and riwite. I worked fn ae factry and 
dint after read and riwite.”’ 

Certainly an eloquent appeal for vocational 
education in our public schools! 


Appeal for Academic Education. 

Quite as evident, if less direct and con- 
ecious, is the appeal for academic educa- 
tion If this youngster had an opportunity 
to do some pre-vocational work before he 
left school on the day he was fou years 
old. he not only might have been prepared 
for a bttle better grade of work; but he 
might even have come to see some connection 


schools-will not be postponed, but that it 


will come in some form this year. 

Prompt action is necessary for the sake 
of the community as well. The number of 
idle children over 14 yeare of age on the 
streets of Chicago constitutes a distinct 
menage to the city. 


Shown by City Club Report. 


The report of the City club on this subject 
showed conchusively that at least one-half 
of the 25,000 children in Chicago between 14 


and 16 who are not in school are entirely 


idle. 

This army of idle children, are, if boys, the 
raw material from which the ranks of crim- 
inals are recruited, and if girls, furnish con- 
stant additions to that other army of which 
we do not think without a shudder. A re- 
form institution for such girls in Chicago 
is authority for the statement that the chil- 
@ren committed to them are practically 
without exception girls who are not in 
echool. 

These same children, busy as students in 
our schools and apprentices in our work- 
shops, would be learning to be good: and 
‘useful citizens. Chicago will have gone far 
towards solving her criminal problem when 
she learns how to care for her idle young 
peppie. 

‘Along with legislation this winter which 
Shall make possible the establishment. of 
further vocational training we need legisia- 
tion which shall enable the various oom- 
munities throughout the state to enforce the 
present statute in regard to the echoo!l at- 
‘tendance of 14 tp 16 year old children. 

Law Practically Dead. 

The law states that such children shall 
be either in echool or at work; but because 
the parental school cannot take children 
ever fourteen, and because theré is.no way 
of é-scovering whether a child who has once 
taken out a working certificate is at work 
or not, the lew ie practically dead. 

A committee composed of representatives 
of. several woman'e clubs including the Chi- 
cago Woman's club, The Woman's City chub, 
and the Association of Collegiate Alumne 
has. for the last year, been conducting, with 


the help of one of the departments of the 


Schocl of Civics and Philanthropy, a Juvente 
Employment agency, which has reached be- 
‘tween 100 and 1,500 of these children. 

Fut all such help is in the nature of the case 
madequs te and incomplete without legisia- 
tion which should make it posible to send 
dle children back to school. 


Oritioal Period in Lives. 


These children are at the most critical 
period cf their tives. The state compels 
hem to te in school up to the day they are 
fourteén. Then, exactly at the time when 
new and strange ambitions and desires and 
hopes are beginning to come into their lives, 
exactly when they most need guidance, the 
state turns them out into the world as wage- 
earning men and women. If we had studied 
to find precisely the wrong “ psychological 
moment” for withdrawing protection-from 
these children we could not have hit upon a 
better ne. i ? : 

For these reasons it seems important that, 
whatever bills are sent up to the legislature 
for consideration this winter, a provision 
should be among them, either as a part of 
the yocaticnal bills already proposed or as a 
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| separate measure, providing tor an amend- 


ment to the present compulsory educational 
law making it possible to enforce the clauge 
applying to fourteen to sixteen year old 
cajidren. 


Three Measures Suggested. 

The folowing measures are suggested to 
that end: 

1. An amendment to the parental 
school act raising the age of commitment 
to sixteen. | 
A A requirement that a child be 
not allowed to take out a working certifi- 
cate until he actually has a place to work. 
. A provision that when a child 
leaves his work, whether voluntarily or 
because he is dismissed, his employer be 
required to send the child’e working 
certificate by mail back to the proper 
authorities. 

These three provisions would make it possi- 
bie for the school authorities to know when 
children who are out of schoo} are idle and 
to require their attendance at school during 
their period of idleness and to enforce that 
requirement in the same way that it is now 
enforced in the case of younger children, 
namely by ocommittting obstinate cases to 
tho parental school. 


Advantage in Vocational Schools, 


Wndoubtedly the establishment of efficient 
vocational echools in sufficient numbers 
would do much towards interesting children 
who expect to go to work young and thus 
tend towards keeping in the schoo! a larger 
number than now remain at their studies; but 
even this excellent measure will not solve 
entirely the problem of adolescent idleness, 
and therefore some such compulsory legis- 
lation as that outlined above seems most 
important and necessary. 


REACH CLIMAX {N BATTLE 
TO OUST JUDGE ARCHBALD. 


House Managers and Counsel for Ac- 
cused Jurist Submit Briefs Dealing 
with Question at Stake. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 24.—The vital legal 
battle in the impeachment trial of Judge 
Robert W. Archbald opened today, when the 
house managers and attorneys for the ac- 
cused submitted in printed form arguments 
as to whether an official may be impeached 
for acts which are not the subject of prosecu- 
tion by indictment or information in a crimt- 
nal court. 

The arguments are regarded as important 
because no claim is made in the Archbald 
case that the acts charged constituted crimes 
or misdemeanors punishable in the courts. 

They also discussed the disputed point of 
whether an officia) may be impeached for acts 
done before he entered upon his existing 
office. 

The house managers contended that the 
clause in the constitution defining impeach- 
able offenses was taken from the British par- 
Uamentary law and must be interpreted not 
by the common law of crimes but by the light 
of time honored parliamentary usage.“ This 
parliamentary usage, they declared, recog- 
nized “high crimes and misdemeanors' to be 
“misdeeds, misconduct, or misbehavior.”

The answer, which was made in response 
to Judge Baldwin's order that a showing 
be made before Dec. 9 why the information 
in quo wWarranto should not be filed, re- 
cites that the petition of the complainant 
does not state a cause of action, is vague, 
indefinite, and insumcelent,“ and also ar- 
gumentative, uncertain, ambiguous, incon- 
sistent, and repugnant.” 


Inferences Rather than Facts.“ 

The contention also is made by Mr. Mo- 
Cormick’s advisers that the petition is com- 
posed of allegations’ of supposed evidence 
and inferences and conclusions of law rather 
than facts. ! 

The lawfirm of Miller, Starr, Packard & 
Peckham. appeared for Mr. McCormick. 
With the answer was filed the affidavit of 
County Clerk Robert M. Sweitzer showing 
that Mr. McCormick had been elected by a 
decisive vote. | 

Judge Baldwin, before whom the Me- 
Cormick case is pending, also has been se- 
lected to try the contest brought by William 
A. Cunnea against State’s Attorney Hoyne. 
The judge announced in the morning that he 
would hear the case after Judges Tuthill and 
Gibbons had refused to accept it because of 
objections from oppostng counsel. The hear- 
ing on the demurrer filed by Mr. Hoyne will 
be tomorrow:

All this is saying again what hes been so 
often and so well said during the recent dis- 
cussion of vocational training, that the pub- 
lic schools need the vocational motive not 
only for the sake of the vocation, but for the 
sake of the school. 

The child who is to work with his hands 
meeds to be taught a trade; but he needs also 
to be brought to see clearly that reading and 
writing and arithmetic are involved in be- 
~ eoming a skilled and advancing workman. 

The child who is to earn his Hving by his 
brain, neede to study academic subjects, 
but he needs also to form hahbite of accurate, 
prompt, responsive action, and to thie end, he 
meeds some of the kind of training which is 
given in vocational classes. 


Contact and Association Needed, 

And each of these groups, which must in a 
Gemocracy shade into each other in a thou. 
sand ways and through multitudes of indi- 
viduals, needs contact and association with 
the other. It would seem that the two phases 
of school work, the academic and vpcational, 
should be brought together in every way 
possible and that the freedom of passage 
from one to the other should be as complete 
and as fluid as possible. 

The organization of two separate sets of 
schools under two separate boards of man- 
agement could scarcely fall to interfere with 
this perfect cotperation and freedom of 
passage from one to the otlier. 

Legislation which should divert into the 
strictly vocational school the state ald so 
much needed to provide for vocational 
classes in the public schools as now consti- 
tuted, can hardly fail also to arrest the 
steady and splendid progress of the move. 
ment now going on in the public schools of 
Chicago to introduce vocational and pre- 
vocational classes into the intermediate and 
high echools of the city. 


Present System Improved. 

No one who will compare the course of 
Study of the public schools of a few years 
ago with that of today can fail to be gratified 
by the changes consisting in the introduction 
of vocational schools and classes into the 
achools, and in the increasing codperation 
between employers and schools looking to 
the better fitting for skilled work, of appren- 
tices and young learners in various fields. 

But the ofe thing which is in the way of 
more rapid changes and additions of this 
kind to the curriculum seems to be lack of | 
funds. , | 

If funds are to be secured for the establigh- 
ment of separate vocational schools, the 
present school system is not likely to be 
granted any increased revenue to supply 
ite needs, with the result, of course, that 
the public schools must continue to be as 
purely academic and abstract as they have 
been in the past, thus losing to the children 


who continue to attend them the ‘great ad- 


vantages of the vocational motive. 


Defect.in State Law.

Washington, D. C., Dec, 24.—[f&pecial.1—A 
towering dig Christmas tree in the Blue room 
of the \...te House will be a feature of the 
last Christmas.of the Taft administration. 

Miss Helen Taft and her brothers; Robert and 
Charlie, are prime movers in the Christinas tree 
project, which is planned as a surprise for their 
small cousins, Tom and Billfe Laughlin, sons 
of Mrs. Taft's sister, Mrs. Thomas K. Laughlin, 
of Pittsburg and the five sons and daughters of 
Mr. and Mrs. John Herron, brother and sister-in- 
law of Mrs. Taft. Before they left for Panama 
the president and Mrs, Taft had all their family 
Christmas gifts tied up ready for the family 
reunion which is always a part of their Christ- 
mastide celebration, and these will be piled 
about the base of the tree. 

The Christmas tree will stand in the center 
of the Blue room, where, on more ceremonious 
occasions, the foreign dignitaries are accustomed

How a Farmer's Wife Managed. 

“I am the mother of five children, eldest 11 
and youngest 3, which, together with my hus- 
band and myself, comprise our family. 

“I am interested in your department and 
appreciate all the letters that have been pub- 
lished, I find it quite a problem to live com- 
fortably and well with the prevailing bigh 
prices, even though we live on a farm and 


would like to add my ‘mite’ in hopes that it 


will help some other even as I have been helped. 

We purchase all our provisions and cloth- 
ing (stockings, underclothes, ete.) as far as 
is practical in large quantities and if we were 
obliged to buy meat we would buy that in a 
quantity also, say half a hog or quarter of beef, 
especially in winter. And in summer one doesn't 
need so much meat. At least we have found 
it so, using fresh fruits, vegetables, bread and 
butter, with plenty of milk in its stead. 

We use very few eggs while they are so 
high. We figure that two dozen eggs at 30 
cents per dozen will buy three pounds of mac- 
aroni or spaghetti, and the milk and cheese to 
prepare it with, or they will buy six pounds 
of rice and the sugar and milk to prepare it 
with. Thus two dozen eggs will make us only 
two scanty meals, the macaroni will make at 
least four generous meals and the rice from 


six to twelve, according to the method of prep- | 
I make cakes and cookies of many | 


aration. 
kinds without eggs. Also I have a bread mixer 
and make my own bread, rolls, etc. 
who was visiting us said he made just half on 
bread. Thus a one pound loaf, sold for 5 gents, 
cost just 2% cents. Good bread is easy 
to make if it is given proper attention. One 
should bake at least twice a week if not more 
than one or two loaves at a time. 

“Another thing, I think milk an economy. 
Bread and milk or mush and milk form a very 
substantial meal at all times. Also, milk may 
be used to advantage in preparing vege- 
tables and other things for the table, thereby 
giving the dish a higher food value. In sum- 
mer I can my fruit, etc., for the ensuing year, 
always buying when fruit is cheapest. 

My girls, the older being 10, assist me with 
my housework, as do the boys their fatber, 
each having their regular duties and ample time 
for play or study. It would be hard to find a 
more healthy family than ours, or a more 
robust, fun loving crowd of children than ours. 
I have always insisted that my children eat 
at each meal a well balanced proportion of 
whatever is served, not allowing them all cake 
or pudding or meat as their fancy suggests, 
and now they have no thought of doing such 
a thing. A LOVING MOTHER.” 


Cash System Advocated. 


“I am very much interested in the high cost 
of living and have been trying to reduce the 
cost as much as passible. When we were mar- 
ried ten years ago my husband insisted that 
I pay cash for everything, which I did, al- 
though he was earning only $75 a month then 
and my mother lived with us. We have three 
children now, ages 6, 7, and 9 years, and my 
allowance is $40 per month. That amount 
covers table supplies, laundry supplies, gasoline 
and kerosene, also my church contributions and 
dues to the Ladies’ Aid society. 

“I find I can buy much closer by paying cash, 
and we dispense with luxuries when my funds 
are low. We live in a suburb where there is 
no gas, so we are obliged to use Kerosene for 
lighting purposes and gasoline for fuel in sum- 
mer. I feel sure if we had a charge account 
I would often buy things which are not really 
necessary. 

“Our children are the picture of health and 
they have good appetites, but they are accus- 
tomed to eating substantial food, such as soup, 
meat, potatoes, vegetables, home made bread, 
puddings, plenty of fruit, and occasionally good 
candy. I never bake pies, but bake cakes. I 
would advise every housekeeper to try the cash 
system and believe the results will be satis- 
factory.

In Montenegro there survives a very old 
custom connected with the Christmas festival. 
The night before Christmas each head of a 
family goes into the nearest forest and cuts 
a large young oak tree called “badniak,” 
which he brings into the house when it is 
dark and puts on the fire. When he brings 
this in there is the cry: “Good evening, and 
a very happy holy evening for you!” Direct- 
te come for- 
ward with a pitcher of wine and some bread. 
They drink to the health of the log of wood 
put On the fire, then they sprinkle it with 
wine, as if it could drink, and then they drink 
to the honor of God all from the same glass, 

The ruling prince is’ not exempt from the 
custom and it is considered beautiful to see 
him coming from the forest nearest his pal- 
ace escorted by the senators or the great dig- 


_ Mitaries of the kingdom. Following the orth- 


odox custom the floor of the apartments of 
the palace are covered with straw: and this 
is the only bed any one is allowed to rest 
upon who may not have the courage to pass 
the night without lying down. 

At the capital of Montenegro the king. after 
having received all the high personages who 
have accompanied him in the Service of the

Although of the same race the Servians 
have very different customs from those of the 
Bulgarians. At Christmas time they roast an 
entire pig, but in provinces where a pig is 
rare they substitute a sheep. The roast must 
be sufficiently large so that they can serve it 
all the week to the family and offer it to 
visitors. Rich people give a roast to the poor 
who cannot afford to buy either pork or mut- 
ton. They kill the animals the day before. 

AS in Montenegro, each head of the family 
goes into the forest to cut the “ badniak,” but 
with this difference, that the Servians do not 
burn it entirely, but take off the extremities 
and put them on the fruit trees in order to 
make them thrive. 

At day break on the following day each one 
goes for water and pours it on some wheat, 
following which with the strained liquid they 
knead the Christmas bread without leaven, 
and in which they inclose a piece of money. 
When on the table the bread is cut into as 
many pieces as there are people at the table, 
and that one who gets the piece with the 
money in it regards it as a sign of good for- 
tune for the new year. 

On Christmas morning, after having fed the 
cattle, they sit down to the table and com- 
mence to eat, each taking a piece of cheese 
and a bit of the Christmas roast. All the 
interior parts of the pig are served. In the 
midst of the repast all rise and drink to the 
honor of God. Then the head of the family 
rises and distributes the Christmas: bread. 
The candles which are yet burning are extin- 
guished with wheat and the smoking wicks 
with wine.

New York, Dec. 24.— [Special }—Impressive 
signs of etrength and continuing prosperity 
in the fron and steel trades have appeared 
at a time when there’ was some disposition 
to dook for a lull.

One of the largest building leases of the 
year in the downtown district has been closed

PROPOSED FREIGHT RATE RISE 
TO MEET RULING ON FEB. 15. 


Interstate Commerce Commission Wil! 
Decide Whether Roads May Advance 
Charges in West.

The interstate commerce commission is 
expected on Feb. 16 to give its ruling or opin- 
fon in the matter of western classification 
No. 51, a proposed general revision of freight 
rates affecting the entire western territory 
which was o have been put into effect by the 
railroads a year ago, but has been suspended 
from time to time. 

So far there has been no intimation of what 
the federal board’s finding will be, but it is 
thought the commission has made some 
radical recommendations which will affect 
shippers and railroads alike. When the 
classification was first proposed it was 
claimed by shippers in general and the rall- 
road commissions of different western states 
im particular that the changes suggested 
would mean a general advance in freight 
rates that would cost the shippers millions 
of dollars. 

The last suspension of the rates wasto Jan. 
15, Western railroads have now agreed to a 
further suspension to Feb. 15 in order to give 
the commission time to compléte and publish 
its opinion. Hearings on this revision of the 
western classification have formed one of 
the notable features of raliroad legislation 
during the year. 


B. & 0. OPENS BIG NEW TUNNEL, 


First Train Run Through Bore at Sum- 
mit of the Alleghenies—Nearly 
a Mile Long. 

Baltimore, Md., Dec. 24.—[Special. ]}—Presj- 
dent Daniel Willard of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad presented the board of direc- 
tors of the company with a unique Christmas 
gift today, when the new double track Sand 
Patch tunnel was opened for train operation. 
Opening the tunnel marks practically the 
completion of the program of improvement 
inaugurated by Mr. Willard three years ago, 
when he became president of the system and 
began the construction of a third track 
across the Allegheny mountains and genera! 
rehabilitation of the property through the 

enlargement of facilities and purchase of 
new equipment at 4 cost in reand figures of 
$60,000,000. 

The first train ee ee 
tunnel, which is at the summit of the Al- 
legheny mountains, between Sand Patch and 
Manilla, Pa., thirty miles west of Cumber- 
land. Its ¢ost was approximately $1,250.000. 
The improvement was authorized by the Bal-. 
timore and Ohio directors on March 13, 1911, 
work having been started at once. A total of 
700,000 cubic yards of earth was excavated, 
at the rate of about 600 yards a day, am aver - 
age of 1,500 men having been employed. 

The tunnel is about 4,000 feet long, with a 
width of thirty-one feet and height of twen- 
ty-eight feet. It is double trackthroughout: 
Seven thousand cubic yards of concrete and
